Ether Space. 


Tt is evident that serious notice 
is at length being taken of.the 
need for international regulations 
regarding wireless broadcasting. 
With the advance in the science 
of wireless telegraphy and tele- 
phony and, as a recent cable

the trouble, the 

caused.by the older and cruder 
forms.of apparatus : but everyone 
who has experimented with tadio 
knows that considerable incon- 
senience is still experienced 
through the “buttiig in” of outside 
messages, and failing legislation 
penatising interrupters it - is 
conceivable that deliberate inter- 
ference will be one of the menaces 
of the future. It is obvious that 
important commercial services 
should be protected; and in time, 
when broadcasting stations be- 
come more numerous“and more 
powerful, the matter will be 
one of very gave moment. 
whether interruption be delibe- 
rate or quite unintentional. 
Apart/from studied “jamming” 
in wartime, it «will have to 
be arranged among the nations of 
the world that they shall follow a 
code of courtesy, by which. as 
the chairman of the Radio Asso- 
ciation puts it, ether space sball 
be faitly shared. He announces 
that the League of Nations is to 
take the matter up this year, and 
we may presume that even the 
non-members of the League. will 
fall in line. We cannot help 
wondering’ sometimes whether 
the drawbacks of wireless are not 
as numerous a@§ its advantages. 
The medium of communication 
cannot be confined, and is free to 
all. Only mutual goodwill, can 
effect smooth working; and good- 
will amongst the nations is never 
permanent and is a tare enough 
quality at the best of times,. One 
need not possexs great imagina- 
tion to foresee a time when police- 
stations will be equipped with 
direction finders for-detectian of 
offenders against the internation- 
al code. The further the advance 
of radio science, the morearduorts 
becomes the work of regulation. 


Malaria Prevention.» 


- The most effective way to 
prevent any disease is to kill its 
cause, and the real method of 
malaria prevention is a war on 
the mosquitoes that carry the in- 
fection. ‘Little seems to be 
‘done locally for ‘an intensive 
attack on breeding-places, 50 per- 
haps some ‘hints from, the latest 
issue of the Journal ef Trupical 
Medicine and Hygiene will give 
the authorities here a useful hint 
or two. First as.to the use of 
small fishes for control’ of mos- 
quito larvae we learn that in 
the West Indies the Danish 
authorities were the first to cope 
with malaria in the colony of St. 
Thomas by: surface draining. 
Anopheles albimanus is the car- 
rier of the disease. In rural areas 
fish are the means of keeping 
the anopheles larvae in check. 
"Lebistes retidulatus (guppy), an 
indigenous species, is 4 very 
voracious feeder. Two other 
species of mosquitoes found there 
are Aedes calopus and Culer 
quinquefasciatus. These are 
effectively ‘dealt with by cover- 
ing the tubs in which they breed 
with fine mesh gauze or stocking 
them with fish; the latter method 
is the most satisfactory and 
the least expensive. Then we 
‘come to “oiling” of water-courses, 
ponds, and so forth, which has 
its serious. objections. An ex- 
periment has proved the 
effective ‘substitution of carbon 
disulphide. A few drops of car- 
bon bisulphide was. poured into 
a’ 19-gallon tub, the water of 
of which was foynd to be swarm- 
ing with the larvm of mosquitos. 
The carbon bisulphide sank ta. the 
bottom.of the receptacle,
